THK COST OF THE STRIKE. 


The newspapers arc nearly all reck- 


oning up the losses involved by the 
late strike, and the New York Journal 
of Ctmmttru reaches the following con- 
clusion : 


Some idea can be formed of the loss- 


es whiuh have been sustained by the 
country at largo by reasou of thin strike 
by taking as a bums the cost to the 
railroads resulting from the suspension 
ot traffic, 
An average of $40,UOO per 


day, whiuh is a fair ontimato of the loss 
by each of the five trunk lines, makoi 
the total for those roads $200,000 , add 
$50,000 as a low calculation, for the 
losses by interruption ot other roads, 
and the total is $250,000 per day, or 
$1,250,000 for the live days' suspens 
sion. The losses sustained by the Penn- 
sylvania at Pittsburg and on the line 
between that city and Harrisbnrg are 
calculated a'. $10,000,000. Half that 
amount would soaroely cover the oost 
of property destroyed on the Baltimore 
& Ohio, and it is likely that $10,000- 
000 would approximate the losses of 
railroad property other than 
those 


which have been enumerated, and the 
destruction in cities and towns by the 
sots of rioters. This makes a total ot 
$26,250,000. The losses sustained by 
the community at large are almost in- 
calculable, embracing ad they do the 
ions ol' life auU limb, the destruction ol 
perishable freight and live stock, the 
detention of passengers, tbo support of 
ailluiu and 
spuoial officers summoned 


to preserve tho peace, inconvenience 
attending tardy mails, increased oost pi 
living consequent upon the advance in 
prices of provisions, augmented taxa- 
tion, aud 
perhaps the 
bankruptcy of 


corporations which might otherwise 
have been averted.
